QUEENSLAND Soccer Federation secret- 
ary Alan Vessey and New South Wales 
director of coaching Alan Vest are among 
four well-respected officials who will lec- 
ture in Chinese-Taipei later this month. 
They are part of a course being conducted by 


the Oceania Confederation for the Chinese 
Taipei Football Association. 


The others involved are Ahmed Hussain, a 
refereeing official from Fiji_and New Zealand 
sports medicine expert David Edwards. 

The course is part of an on-going FIFA Coca- 
Cola world football development program: 
while neither of those bodies will be involved in 
the Chinese-Taipei lectures, the course will 
adopt the principles of one Association assis- 
ting another. 


The course is similar to one staged in Papua 
New Guinea in 1979. Vessey attended along 
with National director of coaching Eric Worth- 
ington, the referees’ Leo Wilson and sports 
medicine expert Kerry Thompson. 

Vessey, who this year celebrated 10 years of 
service with the QSF, had one of the most 
difficult jobs on that tour and is expecting to 
face a similar task this time, 

“Tt has been difficult to establish at what level 
they are operating at the moment as always in 
administration I think there will be some people 
more skilled than others,” he said, 

“But I learned from Papua New Guinea that 
an administrator had the important role in co- 
ordinating administration, coaching, refereeing 
and the media into one working unit. That will 
be the principle I will be trying to teach the 
Chinese.” :

LET’S LOOK | 
IN HINDSIGHT 


Dear Sir, 


WHEN the smoke has cleared and 
some time has passed, | would like to 
make some observations on the inci- 
dents before, during, and after the so 
called “Pratten Park Riot.” 


Everyone associated with soccer would 
agree that what happened to soccer's 
reputation and public appeal at Pratten 
Park was devastating. Not only did it place 
@ cross against soccer in Australia, but 
made the job of establishing soccer as the 
major or premier sport in Australia a whole 
lot_more difficult. 

Putting this major hurdle aside for the 
moment, and looking at the game itself, 
Sydney Olympic playing Sydney City al- 
ways suggests a competitive, tough and 
dramatic game; especially with City chas- 
ing a possible championship and Olympic 
trying to cement a place in the top four. 
But, by no means, does this give some 
players the right to behave as they did. 

‘Carn? Gomez and Marshall Soper should 
have been sent off for their first scuffle. 
Excusing players for violent behaviour 
aggravates already aggressive and excited 
fans, and is asking for trouble. Players 
being let off with only yellow cards gives 
them the opportunity to again produce 
violent, crowd stirring play. We all know 
what happened after that Sunday afer- 
noon. Referees and ASF, wake up elimin- 
ate violence in the game. 

A classic example of a physical team is 
Sydney City. | strongly disagree with Eddie 
Thomson's claim that they are not a rough 
or physical team. | need only to draw 
people's attention to City’s game against 
Marconi (July 14). Five yellow cards and 
one red card were shown to Sydney City 
players. For people watching, they would 
have seen usual antics of Sydney City. The 
referee Don Campbell, in the process of 
sending off Steve O'Connor, was argued 
with by O'Connor and John Kosmina. 

| can point out other games where 
similar incidents and violent play have 
occurred for the unblind soccer follower 
to see. For example, the game City played 
against Sydney Croatia at the Athletic 
Field. 

Here it also ‘“‘rained yellow ... not 
goals" to the point where onfield violence 
was so bad, that SBS was not in position to 
show some of the game and violent play; 
fgain City players were the major offen- 

rs. 


City players, when frustrated, seem to 
take the aggression out on other players, 
rather than directing their aggression play- 
ing better, crowd-pleasing soccer. | would 
echo comments made by Mike Johnson, 
July 15. 

“"”. by general consent within the 
game, Sydney City is an aggressive team. 

The disciplinary record of the individual 
members is probably the worst in the 
league ...” 

Someone has to stop the unnecessary 
body contact and violence in soccer which 
has slowly crept into the game with tough 
teams like Sydney City. 

No one can say that violent play on the 
field does not trigger spectator violence, 
but spectator violence should not be 
excused either. 

Why doesn't the ASF consider cracking 


down on foul play in the game itself, in 
combating spectator violence? Specta- 
tors may not then feel cheated, when 
paying $5 to see a game which is a rough 
and scrappy derivate of the game we call 


‘soccer.
